Fire Precinct Report. 


To the voters and tax payers of the Tilton Fire District: 


The board of Firewards submit the following report for the 
vear ending Feb. 15, 1904: 


Following is a list of the fires and alarms for the year: 


Apr. 20, 5.50 p. m., alarm for fire, corner Chestnut and High 
Streets, apparatus not used, damage slight, caused by oil stove 
overflowing and catching fire. 

Apr. 21, 5.30 p. m., alarm for fire at C. H. Philbrick’s wood 
yard, buildings destroyed and contents badly damaged, loss 
estimated about $2,500. Fire evidently caught from engine 
of freight train on siding. 

Apr. 24, 6.45 a. m., alarm for fire at residence of S. W. Tay- 
lor, damage about $75, apparatus not used. Caused by oil 
stove catching fire. 

May 8, 9.20 a. m., alarm for fire at O. & E. Morrison’s mill. 
This proved to be one of the most stubborn fires we have ever 
been called upon to fight at this mill, and it was nearly two 
hours before it was under control, and we had seven streams 
playing at one time. Fire caught in picker room and was con- 
fined to same. The roof of building badly damaged. 

May 26, 2.40 p. m., telephone message received from Lake- 
port asking for assistance, and we sent one hose carriage and 
four men by special train at 3.45 and reached there about 4.00 
p. m., in season to render some assistance. 

July 21, occured the most serious fire which has visited the 
town fur many years, when at 2.40 a. m., the alarm was given 
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for fire at Hotel Loverin. |The hotel and contents together 
with the stable, including 17 horses, numerous carriages, har- 
nesses, Ktc., were entirely destroyed. The building owned by 
Mrs. C. E. Tilton, and occupied by H. A Morse, the Town 
Hall and the residences of Dr. B. W. Carr and Mrs. H. Copp, 
were badly damaged by fire and water, but were saved after a 
hard fight. It was soon evident that our department could not 
handle it alone, and assistance was asked from Franklin and 
Laconia, and was cheerfuliy sent. The steamer from Franklin 
was the first to arrive and was set at the river, near the grist 
mill. and was soon doing good work, and it is to their good 
work that the ‘Town Hall and Dr. Carr’s residence were not 
more damaged. ‘The steamer from Laconia reached here about 
5a. m., but the fire then being under control, they did not un- 
load. The cause for this fire has never been definitely settled 
upon, but is supposed to have caught in the kitchen. The loss 
was estimated at $40,000. To show that the services of the 
outside companies were appreciated, we think a vote of thanks 
should be given them at the Precinct meeting. 

Oct. 10, 4.15 a. m., alarm for fire at Mrs. Nellie Story’s 
house below the fair grounds. The department responded but 
as it was so far away they were sent back to engine house. The 
house was a total loss. 

Nov. 4, 11.40 a. m., alarm for fire at residence of John John- 
son on Bay St. We used about 1200 feet of hose and run the 
water up hill, but managed to stop it in the second story. Loss 
$1000, insured for $700. 

Dec. 26, 11:25, a. m., alarm for fire at A. D. Carter’s mill, 
fire soon under control and damage small. 

Jan. 2, 1904, 2 p. m., alarm for fire at the Tilton Box Co., 
no damage, and apparatus not used. 

During the year we have purchased 250 feet of hose, and now 
have about 1700 feet of good hose. The fires we have had the 
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past year have been very hard on the hose, and we are badly in 
need of more new hose, therefore we recommend that the Pre- 
cinct purchase at least 1000 feet this year. 

The fire company was reorganized in November. The old 
company having resigned we formed a new company and they 
are taking a great deal of interest in their work and we have no 
doubt will make a good showing. 

In regard to the fire alarm system, we would say the state 
board of Underwriters claim that it is not suitable and they have 
condemmed it and say the district should put in a first-class 
system, either the Gamewell or Stevens, and we so stated in the 
warrant.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


OF THE 


Town School District of Northfield. 


As we give our report to the public, we wish to call the at- 
tention of parents to the number of pupils who have been ab- 
sent or tardy. With the exception of one school it will be seen 
by the statistical report that less than one half of the number 
of pupils registered were present at every school session without 
being tardy. This has been one step toward the loss of state 
aid, which is so much needed to lengthen our school year, and 
we urge the parents to be a little more vigilant in this respect. 

During the past year we have placed in our schools a new 
series of language books, histories and physiologies, and as far 
as we know they are giving good satisfaction. 

As seen by the treasurer’s report there have been back bills 
amounting to $148.04 for supplies furnished in 1902 and 1901. 
As we were not aware of this fact until after purchasing our new 
books, we have been obliged to over run to a small amount the 
money voted for supplies plus $92.25 which was unexpended 
from past two or three years. 

Some of our schools, in fact most of them, have done very 
good work, others have not been as successful as could be wish- 
ed, but the best teachers, unless they are so located as to be at 
home, will not accept a school where the wages do not exceed 
those paid in our town. 
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An attempt has been made to classify the pupils in two schools 
and this should be done to a greater extent in all of the schools. 

We are pleased at the number of visitors recorded in several 
districts, thus showing that the residents thereof are showing 
more interest. It should be the parent’s duty to visit the school 
at the beginning of a term, and at the least, at the close, to- 
gether with as many intervening calls as can be made during 
the session, thereby knowing just what work is being done by 
the pupils. ‘This is the only way of ascertaining just what 
work is being done by the pupiis. 

As it will be necessary to replace our geographies by a new 
‘series or new books, we trust you will give this fact cousidera- 
tion as you vote for money for supplies.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


Of Union School District, No. 1, in Tilton. 


The year just closing has been exceedingly pleasant and har- 
monious as well as one of good steady progress. The eftorts 
made by our principa] and the school board to bring all the 
schools more completely into the same line of action have met 
with gratifying success. 

Our teachers deserve credit for the work they have accom- 
plished. They have wruoght together for a common result, 
not with individual purposes. 

The furnishing of the last new school room and the adding 
of another teacher to our corps of teachers haye been of untold 
benefit to our schools. The course of study has been revised 
and a copy placed in every family. The school course for- 
merly nine years has been shortened to eight years. As much 
eround will be covered as in the nine years’ course, because 
more work will be done in each grade. The schools have all 
been carefully regraded and we have now eight grades, with 
one grade in each room and eight teachers, namely:

Another much welcomed change is the coming of the spec- 
ial music teacher, Mr. Osgood, and the drawing teacher, Miss 
Jewett. each week instead of every other week as formerly. 
A debating club has been organized including the seventh and 
eighth grades, under the direction of our principal. This gives 
the pupils a much needed drill in parliamentary law, debating, 
speaking and essay writing. Parents would do well to visit 
the club often. 

Many additions have been made to our text books. New 
Geographies of the latest editions have been placed in these 
grades. New supplementary Readers have been put in all the 
grades. A set of maps in Columbia Case has been added. A 
flag pole has been purchased and erected, and a flag raising en- 
joyed with suitable exercises. 

The money appropriated for more seats for the assembly 
hall was expended as economically as possible, and we now 
have seats enough for our hall. The heating surface in the 
new room was found to be insufficient to heat it, so it had to 
be newly piped, the same as the room under it which was 
piped last year. 

There have been 206 scholars enrolled on our registers dur- 
in the year. At the present time there are 286 scholars, 18 
of these being tuition scholars. Eleven labor certificates have 
been granted during the year. 

A kindergarten class is much needed and we hope this will 
be among the needed improvements at no late date. 

A superintendent whose time could be wholly given to the 
schools, would be appreciated by our teachers, and would 
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make our schools rank with those of the leading towns of our 
state.
